Program  Abstract 

The  Hampden  County  Adult  Literacy  Initiative  proposes  to  serve  educationally 
deficient  adults,  age  16  and  above,  from  within  the  Hampden  County  Service 
Delivery  Area.   Six  distinct  service  contracts  are  proposed  as  well  as  a  high 
support  case  management  component.   Case  management  is  proposed  to  mitigate 
counseling  overloads  at  the  program  level,  facilitate  supportive  service  referrals 
and  ensure  client  completion  rates  so  that  subsequent  enrollment  in  additional/ 
sequential  educational  and/or  employment  and  training  options  can  be  more  efficiently 
realized  within  the  ABE  delivery  system. 

Instructional  programming  will  include:   ABE,  ESL,  ABE  instruction  in  Spanish, 
workplace  based  literacy  instruction,  life  coping  skills,  and  pre-employment 
skills  workshop  activities  in  ABE  centers.   The  target  population  will  include 
the  incarcerated,  Hispanics  (illiterate  in  their  native  language),  welfare 
recipients,  private  sector  employees  and  others.
